The choice falls on a Cardinal of

It was at the age of 24 that the 


new Pope was ordained in the priest- 
hood. 
He soon attracted the atten- 


tion of Cardinal Ranvpolla, later sec- 
retary of state for 
Pope Leo XIII. 


When Cardinal Ratnpolla was made 
'Nuncio to Madrid he took Mgr Del- 
la Chiesa with him as secretary of 
Nunciature. 
On Cardinal Rarupollas 


return to Rome to become secretary 
of state for the Vatican, Mgr Del'i 
Chieaa entered the 'Secretariat 
o. 


state as one of the "minutamti" or 
minor officials, until i»01 when ho
